It was not generally known that the mere count- 
ing ot mosey had an injurious effect though the 
evil effects of loving money, hording it mid en- 
dangering the soul's interests to gain it are sadly 
familiar. 1 Timothy 6 : 10. 

Conversation between vessels meeting one 
another at sea can be carried on with remarkable 
comprehensiveness by means ot signals. But in 
a late publication of these signals it was reported 
that they were not complete, which had it been 
discovered earlier, could have been supplied and a 
disaster prevented. The ci team stance was this i 
One vessel sighted an iceberg and soon afterward 
pawed another ship going in that direction. 
She could have received warning of the danger 
had there been a signal which denoted that ice 
was ahead. In the absence ot such she was left to 
go on uuwarned. She afterward struck and had 
it not been tor her water tight bulkheads, she 
must have sunk. There was, however, a signal 
which might have been used with advantage. 
It was the signal " You are running into danger •" 
which was well known and often used. So now, 
the excuse it otten made that the Bible contains 
no specific warning against intoxicating liquors, 
theatre going, card playing, etc Then weak 
minds will legislate on these matters to make the 
Bible stronger and more complete. They do not 
seem to recognize the warnings and admonition 
that "you sre ruuning into danger" ot 1 These. 
5; 21-28. 

A discontented man eats hie own heart through, 
what Spenser calls, "comfortless despairs." In- 
stead of being grateful tor the things he possesses, 
he frets tor those which are beyond his reach. His 
heart, which ought to be an altar perpetually 
smoking with the sacrifice of gratitude, is "a 
grave in which all God's mercies are buried." Su- 
preme selfishness, producing a false estimate ot 
his real doservings, is the force which makes hie 
soul resemble the greedy quicksand that swallows 
whatever touches it. Hence a discontented mind 
can find no relief except through that surrender 
of self to Christ which witb faith is the forerunner 
ot that "godliness with contentment" which is 
"great gain." 

Weil has the apostle said, "Ye have need of 
patience." , How many trials, afflictions, provoca- 
lions, and even persecutions, the child of God is 
called upon to endure !

The editor of the Independent in a review says : 
"Professor Smythe accepts N sender's conclusion 
that the prevalent early form of baptism was by 
immersion ; but he raises the question 'how can it 
be that, if only baptism by immersion was known 
in the first centuries, the only form of baptism 
figured in the oldest art that has come down to 
us, that which dates back to the second century, 
and which it repeated for centuries afterward, the 


prevalent form is by affusion. Jt would seem thl 
it immersion waa practiced elsewhere, affusion 
was certainly known in Rome. There must have 
been at least a tradition preserved In art that 
pouring water on the head was true baptism, and 
that it was proper to represent Christ as so bap- 
tized.' , 

The writings of the early fathers, however.bave 
shown that as far back as the middle of the third 
century, baptism, was almost always by immersion 
or, rather, submersion. The Epistle of Crypian 
to Magnus is sufficient proof of this. Crypian 
seems not to have known any other baptism than 
complete immersion, and ia not certain whether, 
even in the case of the sick, affusion were allow- 
able. He permits it but with some question." 

He then mentions tbe "Teaching of the Twelve 
Apostles," which says that affusion is admiueble 
in the case of sickness, or when there is scarcity 
of water. We who are thirsting lor knowledge 
should settle it here and forever, that we do not 
desire to dispute admissable ways ; but for our- 
selves, have the true way. No one can deny the 
fact that immeraon is baptism, while affusion may 
or may not be baptism. 

It seems to us very much like this : A traveller 
is desirous of reaching a certain point. Two 
roads lie before him, one is straight but very 
stony. Tbe other is smooth but has many intri- 
cate turnings. He is sure the desired destination 
can be reached by the straight road. If he takes 
the other he is not sure but that it may lead in an 
entirely different direction. Are we taught tn> 
take the easier way in serving Him who gave His 
lite for us? Should we hesitate to be immersed 
in cold water for liimwho lay in the cold sep- 
ulchre, that we might inherit eternal life.
